Tow Much Shade. 


Houses iD places otherwise unexcep- 


tionable are often so closely overhung with 
trees as to be in a state of humidity by the 
prevention of a free circulation of air and 
a free admission of the sun's rfiys. Trees 
growing agaiust the walls of houses and 
shrubs in confined places near dwellings 
are injurious also as favoring humidity. 
At the proper distance, on the other band, 
trees are favorable to health. On this prin- 
ciple, says Dr. James Clark, it muy be un- 
derstood how the inhabitants of one house 
suffer from rheumatism, headache, dys- 
pepsia, nervous affections and other conse- 
quences of living in a confined, humid at- 
mosphere, while their nearest neighbors, 
whose houses are otherwise situated, en- 
joy good health; and even now one side of 
a large building fully exposed to the sun 
and a free circulation of air may be 
healthy, while the other side overlooking 
shaded" courts or gardens is unhealthy. 
Humid, confined situations, subject to 
great alternations of temperature between 
day and night, engender the most danger- 
ous of all the physical qualities of the air, 
and humidity in general is the most in- 
jurious to human life. 
Dryness, with a 


free circulation of air and a full exposure 
of the s\in, are the material things to be at- 
tended to in choosing a residence. — New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

France Buries All Its Citizens. 


It is the law in France for the govern- 


ment to bury all of its citi/.etis. In that 
country funerals are a government monop- 
oly, and the undertakers are military of- 
ficers, ranking usually as majors or cap- 
tains. The finer the funeral the higher 
the rank of the official in charge, who is 
dressed, as a rule, in black velvet, with 
much gold lace, a sword and a cockade. 
The burial bureau in Paris occupies one of 
the largest buildings in the world. If you 
die there your relatives and f riemls are not 
consulted at all as to your funeral. The 
bureau upon receiving report of your death 
through the police takes its own steps to 
find out the social position and means of 
your family. 


In accordance with its information ou 


these points the funeral is ordered. If the 
bureau decides that you ought to have a 
first class funeral you are compelled to 
have it whether or TIO, and if it is not paid 
for promptly the family goods will be con- 
fiscated. The sort of funeral chosen for 
you will be one of eleven classes, aa the bu- 
reau may direct, the expense descending 
from (5,000 for a & first class burial to tl'2 
for a tenth class interment. Paupers come 
in the eleventh class and are put under- 
ground for nothing. — Cor. Washington 
Star.

with some variation, is still the burden of 
the inquiries on the subject in all populous 
places where the retentio* of offensive re- 
fuse is recognized as an evil, and where 
many other things are postponed to the 
great cause of public health. In some 
communities the solution of this problem, 
even in very ancient times, was substan- 
tially what it is now in the best eewered 
cities; that is, sewage was carried to dis- 
tant points by a current of water flowing 
through close pipes. Even in the city of 
Jerusalem this system was in operation in 
the days of Solomon, and modern engin- 
eers have discovered the remains of the 
system, and thus proved an interesting 
fact as to which history v,-os silent save for 
a few vague phrases, here aud there.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

UNNATURAL STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Communicated. 


I would first ask toe readers of THE 


REVIEW to consider what are the factors in 
the production of wealth, and also what 
determines the proportion those who share 
in the distribution shall receive. The three 
factors in production are land, labor and 
capital. 


Lind is the prime factor, for without the 


existence of the material forces of nature 
no production could take place. 


Labor is the factor of next importance as 


without the application of labor upon land 
no wealth can be produced. 


Capital, which is the result of past labor, 


unconsumecl and applicable through labor 
to assist in producing more wealth, is an 
auxiliary factor. It is auxiliary because it 
is not a necessary factor, as wealth can be 
and is produced by the exertion of labor 
upon land where no capital exists. 


As the factors m production are land, 


labor and capital, it follows that the pro- 
duct is divided between these three. 


Now, 
if there is one thing more clear 


than any other, it is the fact that owiog to 
the enormous economies made possible by 
reason of the innumerable labor-saving in- 
ventions of the century, and the improve- 
ments in transportation and exchange; the 
production of wealth has been multiplied 
many fold. 


This being so, it would follow that unless 


something is wrong in the manner of dis- 
tribution, the return to labor would con- 
stantly increase. That the very reverse of 
this is the case is obvious to all. 


If, so far from the increase in the produc- 


tion of wealth going to labor, the return to 
labor is constantly diminishing, it clearly 
follows that one or both of the remaining 
factors in production, land and capital, not 
only get the increase consequent upon these 
improvements in production, etc., but also 
get part of the return that labor obtained 
before these economies in production were 
introduced. 


Does capital get any proportion of this 


increased product? Obviously not, 
as 


owing to the multiplication of capital, the 
the competition for its use becomes less 
keen, wnile those who have capital alone 
are compelled to compete with each other 
for the opportunity to loan it, with the re- 
sult that interest—the return to capital—is 
constantly falling. This latter Indisputable 
fact shows that so far from any of the in- 
creased product going to capital, its share 
is being constantly reduced, which makes 
it clearly evident that not only does the re- 
maining factor rent, for the use of land, 
obtain all the increased production made 
possible by reason of labor-saving inven- 
tions, improvements in means of transpor- 
tation and exchange, but that these very 
forces operate to decrease the share that 
previously was obtained by labor and by 
capital. 


So that not only does land, or which is 


the same thing those who own it, obtain all 
the benefits of our wonderful 19th century 
progress, bnt every advance made in econo- 
mies of production actually lessens the re- 
turn previously obtained by labor and by 
capital. In view of this incontestable fact, 
Is it surprising that such cases as that 
noted In THE REVIEW of Saturday are on 


claim that the land belong* to a few. Since, 
| as previously shown, that production can 
only take plao»"by the exertion ot labor 
upon land, It follows, tbat the claim that 
a few men own the land is equivalent to 
saying tbat other men, those who do not, 
can only exert their labor by the sufferance 
of some of their fellow men. 


In refutation of this claim it is only ne- 


cessary to cite the injunction, "That only 
as you labor shall you eat," "That by the 
sweat of your brow shali yao eat bread." 


Let us first discover what actually takes 


place. 


We find labor and capital barred out from 


the only source from whence wealth can be 
produced—land. Aod tbat it is only by 
paying a large boons for the privilege of 
producing wealth upon this land that access 
thereto Is obtained. Ur else the future re- 
sults must be-mortgaged in advance. 


Now this is a clear contravention of what is 


obviously the natural law, since it compels 
those who labor, either with hand or brain, 
to give up a large and constantly increas- 
ing share of that which they produce, 
merely for the privilege of producing, while 
It enables a few who do not labor, to reap 
where they did not sow, to obtain a large 
"hare of the total wealth produced without 
producing one iota of that wealth them- 
selves. 


Now, since according to the constitution, 


"all men are created equal and are en 
dowed with certain inalienable rights, 
among which are the equal right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness," it 
follows that there is no warrant either in 
right or justice for the claim of certain o: 
our fellow creatures, that they are entitled 
to a large share of the total wealth annually 
produced in this country, on the ground 
that they permit others of their fellow crea- 
tures to labor upon the land of the country, 
and thereby produce wealth. 


If one thing mere than any other is clear 


and self-evident it is, that since land is noi 
the product of labor, but was put here by 
the Creator of all things for the equal use 
and enjoyment of all his children, no one 
man or any body of men can have anything 
tLore than that equal right of use, and tha 
any ordinance which denies to all equa 
access to natural opportunities is wrong ii 
principle and unjust in its operation 


And yet owing to the fact that a limited 


few who by force and usurpation have ob- 
tained possession of that which is the com- 
mon heritage of all—the land o£ the coun 
try—have clearly seen that if instead of 
utilizing the unearned increment—the value 
which attaches to land, not by reason of 
anything the so-called owner has done, bu' 
from increase of population and consequen 
increased competition for its use—as the 
fund from which all the expenses of gov 
eminent should be derived, they could 
induce their fellow-beings to obtain those 
needed revenues by taxing the products o 
labor in its various forms, as houses, cloth 
ing, 
furniture, stocks of merchandise, etc. 


and by placing a tax upon the things im 
ported, this constantly increasing fund— 
land values—would be left entirely to them 
with the result that no matter whether the; 
waked or slept, whether they journeyet 
through foreign lands, or traversed the hill 
and dales of (heir own country, their abilit 
to live without labor would constantly in 
crease, while their fellow-beings would for 
ever minister to their wants.

land, in the shape of city lots, farming land 
mining land, etc., are held from use fo 
speculative purposes ui the confident expec 
tation that as population grows competitio 
for its use will constantly enhance its value 
large numbers of our fellow-beings ar 
denied the privilege of employing them 
selves—over 1,250,000 men being, it is san 
out of employment at the present time 
and consequently are brought almost to tt 
verge of starvation. While the very fa 
that there are large numbers of men staa 
ing idle who are anxious to obtain work c 
almost any terms—for starvation is a relen 
less master—has the effect of reducing tl 
wages received by those who are to work. 


Is it surprising in view of the operatic 


of this law, of the stagnation of busines 
of the cessation of production consequen 
upon this fearful dragon of land opeculatio 
eating into the very vitals of our progres 
that thousands of our fellow men livin 
under the fearful strain and suspense 
not knowing where their breakfast is 
come from on the morrow, should seek 
drown their sorrows in drink? 


For over two weeks this city has bee 


the scene of many meetings advocatin 
prohibition, it behooves those who se 
some of the evils ot our 19th century civi 
ization and ascribe it to an effect—drunken 
ness—rather than to the chief cause—Ian 
monopoly—to ask themselves where th 
benefits of the system of government the 
advocate would go, should it ever be en 
forced. 
As 
all 
other 
improvemen 


whether in the form of labor saving inven 
tlons, improvements in transportation an 
exchange, or improvements in governmen 
have all inured to the advantage of thos 
who own the soil, so would whatever be» 
fits that would come from prohibition go I 
the land owner and instead of the people a 
large benefiting by it, it would still furthi 
operate to deprive them of the results i 
their labor, so that their last conditio 
would be worse than their first. There 
but one way that we can stop the constan 
tendency to produce the millionaire and th 
tramp, only one way to prevent such sa 
scenes recurring as that reported in TH 
REVIEW, of men and women being drive 
crazy by want, and that is by doing justice 
by securing to everyone equal access I 
natural opportunities, the source of produi 
tion, which will secure to all wealth accon 
ing as they labor. 


By relieving labor of the fearful incubu 


of taxation that now oppresses it, and pla 
ing all taxes upon the value of land—no 
the area ef land, or even of all land, fo 
gome land has no value—and taking for th 
purposes of government its annual renta
